The Texas Public Service Compsany is hereby put upon notice that the
City of Austin does not guarantee that the gpace assigned sbove is clear
from other underground utilities, dut is based upon the best records we
heve at hand, and that the minirum depth stated does not have any refer-
ence to the fact that greater depths may not be required at special points.
When the Texas Public Service Company requires definite information upon
the ground as to elevations or working points from vwhich to base the lo-
cation of their assignments, they shall apply to the Department of Public
Works not less than three (3) days before such information is required.
The Texas Public Service Company is further put upon notice that they
will be required to bear the expense of repairs or replacement of any
underground utility dsamaged during the construction of lines named in this
resolution. '

And that whenever pavement ie cut in the vicinity of a fire plug,
water mist be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the
ditches,

Thet the work and laying of sald gas maing, includlng the excavation
in the streets and the restoration snd msiniensnce of sald streets after

This contract made and entered into by and between the City of
Austin, s municipal corporation situated in Travis County, Texas, and
Perry Jones, of Travis County, Texas, hersinafter sometimes called Owner,

As part of the development of Willow Brook Addition, a subdivision
of a forty (40) acre tract of land in the City of Austin, Travis County,
Texas, Owner desires to provide the following utilitiess

{a) Water mains and other water ;}ipes to be located in streets and
eagsements to serve all of such Addition.

(b) Senitary sewer mains and other sewer pipes to be located in
streets and easements to serve all of such Addition.

It i3 estimated that all of the work described in Paragreph I will
cost the sum of Twenty-six Thousand Dollars ($26,000.00) when completed,
of which cost the sum of Seventeen Thousend Dollars ($17,000,00) is esti-
mated to be the cost of water lines and the sum of Nine Thousand Dollars
($9,000400) is estimated to be the cost of the senitary sewer lines.

IIX.

At the present time the Owner desires to develop only a part of sald
Willow Brook Addition, the part now to be developed being the part thereof
to be served by the water and sewer lines and mains described and located
as followss ' '

Fast 383 Street from Chestmut Avenue to Brookview Road (only one-
half of the cost of this eight inch {87) main to be charged
to Owner under this contract).

(c) Sanitary sewer mains and other sanitary sewer pipes in the
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following streets and locationsy

Chestnut Avenue from East 38" St‘.reet to north 1ine of Willow
Brook Additiong -

Bast Hoth Street fronm Chestnut Avenue to Brookview Roads;
Brookview Road from Bast 4Oth Street to Crescent Drive;
Crescent Drive from Brookview Roazd to morth 1ine of Willow
Brook Addition.

It 1s agreed that the estimated cost of this part of the development
will be the sum of Thirteen Thousend Two Hundred Fifty Dollars ($13,250.00)
of which cost the sum of Nine Thousand Seven Hundred Dollars ($9,700.00)
is estimated to be the cost of the water mains and lines and the sum of
Three Thousand Five Hundred Fifty Dollars ($3,550.00) is estimated to be
the cost of the sanitary sewer meins aend lines,

IV,

As congideration for the obligations of the Clty of Austin herein
underteken, which are assumed for the benefit of the Owner in order to
furnish water service and sewer service %o him, Owner sgrees %o donate
the sum of Thirteen Thousand Two Hundred Fifty (#$13%,250.,00) Dollars, being
the eostimated cost of the water and sewer lines now to be constructed with
the City of Austin prior to the commencement of the work herein provided
to be done by it.

(2) The City of Austin agrees to furnish all labor, tools, equipment,
implements, appliasnces, and materials necessary to lay, and sgrees to lay,
the water mains and other pipes described in Paragraeph III of this contract.

(b) The City of Austin agrees to furnish all labor, tools, equipment,
implementa, appliances, and materials necessary to lay, and agrees to lay,
the sanitary sewer mains and other sewer pipes described in Parsgraph IIX
of thig contract.

Within a reasonable time after the deposit of the sum or sume of
money as provided in Paragraph IV hereof, the City of Apstin agrees to
commence counstruction of the work described in Parsgraph V and to prosecute
said work in o good and workmanlike manner and with reasonsble diligence
until fully completed; but delays occasioned by matters and events over
which the City has no control shell be excepted and not included in the
time reasonebly required to complete the work.

The deposit provided for in Parsgraph IV hereof is an estimate only
of the cost of the work to be done by the City as described in Paragraph Vi
and it is agreed that 1f the actusl cost of such work is less than the
amount deposited by the Owner the City of Austin, after the work is com~
Pleted and subject to the provisions of Parsgraphs XII and XIV hereof, will

refund to the Owner the difference between the actual cost and the estimated |

cost of such worke, But if the actual cost of such work shall exceed the:
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amount of sald deposit, Owner asgrees, upon notice from the Gity, immediate-
ly to deposit an additional sum to mske wp the dAlfference between the es-
timated cost and the actusl cost of the work,

Immedliately after completion of the work described in Paragraph V,
the City of Austin will furnish to the Owner a statement of such costs,
together with the dafte of completion of the works and the City of Austin
is hereby authorized, through its officers and agents, to note on this
contract the correct flgures stating the actual cost of such work and the
date of completion,

IX,

1% is agreed that, subject %o the provigions of Parsgraphs XII and
XIV hereof, the Owner shall be reimbursed for the money deposited as pro-
vided in Parsgrsph IV hereof in the following marmer; Within sixty (60)
days after the first of January following completion of the work described
in Paragraph V, the Uity ghall pay to the Owner & sum equal %o ftwice the
gross amount -of income reslized by the City from the service and sale of
water to customers having a direet connection with the water mains con-
structed as provided in Paragraph V for the period of time immediately
preceding the first day of January; and within sixty (60) days after the
first day of January of each succeeding year the City agrees to pay to the
Owner a sum equal to twice the gross income realized by the City during the
preceding calendsr year from the service and ssle of water from said water
lines or mains to its customers having a direct comnection with sald water
maing, until the total emount of the cost of the work provided in Paragraph
V shall have been repald; dut in no event shall the City make such payment
for a period of time longer than ten (10) years from the date of completion
of said work as such date is noted on this contract under the provisions of
Paragraph VIII,

It 1s agreed that the title to a2ll improvements to be constructed
as provided herein shall be and remain in the City of Austin and the City
may meke such repalrs, chenges, and connections therewith as mey be proper
or necessary to the orderly conduct of its water system,

XI.

It is agreed that this contract is made with reference to the exlst-
ing Charter and ordinances of the City of Austin and laws of the State of
Texas pertaining to all matters affecting this contract and the Owner agrees
to comply with all such provisions of such laws, ordinances, and Charters

XIz.

It is agreed that the City of Austin may, at its option, retain 211
or any part of the deposits made by the Owner in compliance with Paragrephs
IV end VII of this Contract and refuse to make the payments and refunds
provided for in Parsgraphs VII and IX of this Contract in the event the
Owner shall fail or refuse to comply substantizally with any obligations
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lawfully imposed upon the Owner under any provision of the State laws or |
the ordinances of the Cily of Austin regulating the platting, planning
and development of subdivisions within the City of Austin,

XI1I.

Owner agrees that within two (2) years from the date hereof he /will
complete or will arrange with the City of Austin for completion of L of
the lmprovements described in Paragraph I of this contract, in such units
as may be approved by the City of Austin, Any arrengements made with the
City of Austin shall be simllar to the provisions of this contract for
partlal development, and shall be in accordsnce with the deposit and refund
policy of the City of Austin and based on estimates of cost at the time
such arrangements are made., The time within which Owner must complete or
arrange for completion of all the improvements described in Paragraph 1
hereof may be extended from time to time by written agreement of the parties
hereto or their successors, but neither party hereto shall be required to
agree to such extensions of time,

Until completion of all of the improvements deseribed in Paragraph
1 hereof, or until arrangements for such completion have been made in ace
cordance with Paragraph XIII hereof, the payments and refunds provided for
in Paragraphs VII and IX of this contract shall be withheld by the City of
Austing but when such improvements have been completed or such arrangements
for completion have been made all such payments and refunds which have then
become subject to payment under the provisions of Paragrephs VII and IX
hereof shall be promptly paid to Owner.
